D O N ’T C O N F U S E 
REGULATIO NS 


By Game Commuiion 
While the chang*-* in migratory 
bird hunting regulations were few, 
the executive secretary of the Texas 
Game, Fish and Oyster Commission 
is warning sportsmen to become fa­ 
miliar with the new regulations and 
not to get them confused. 
The greatest confusion 
is likely 
to come from the shooting hours on 
ducks anti doves. 
I nder the new 
federal regulations, with which Tex­ 
as laws conform, duck hunting may 
HOM start ai sunrise and must end at 
I P M. 
Dove hunters 
can 
start 
shooting at sunrise, but must quit 
at sunsf-t. 
Too, there is only on*- duck sea­ 
son in Texas, it opening at sunrise 
Nov. 2 and ending at I P. M. Dec. 
31, but there are two dove seasons 
and some special regulations. 
I he 
1 dove season will be from Sept. I to 
O r t. 31 in the counties of Yoakum, 
Terry, 
Uvnn, Garza, 
Kent, Stone­ 
wall, Haskell, Throckmorton, Young 
Jack, Wise, Denton, Collin, Hunt and 
all counties north of 
Diem, 
and 
1 Parker, 
Tarrant, 
Dallas, 
Rockwall, 
Kaufman, Johnson, Hopkins, 
F.'.ls, 
Delta and Franklin counties. 
In the 
remainder of the state the season 
runs from Sept. 15 to Nov. 15. 
Be­ 
low 
the 
Texas-Mexican 
Railway, 
however, only four days of shooting 
each week during the open season is 
allowed— on 
Tuesday, 
I hursdays 
Saturdays and Sundays- but this ex­ 
ception does not apply to the coun­ 
ties of Webb and Zapata. 
The bag limit on doves, the ex­ 
ecutive secretary 
points out, 
has 
been cut from fifteen to twelve, but 
remains at ten on ducks. 
However, 
the limit on geese is now three in­ 
stead of four, as it was last year. 
The possession limit is 
twenty 
on 
ducks and six on geese. 
Th** closed season has been main­ 
tained by federal regulation on wood 
ducks, Ross’ geese and swans. 
No 
hunter may kill more than 
three 
canvasbacks, 
redheads, 
buffleheads 
and ruddy ducks or have more than 
six in possession at any one time. 
Hunters ar** also reminded that 
their guns must be plugged to hold 
not more than three shells. 
A fed­ 
eral duck stamp must be obtained 
by persons hunting migratory water­ 
fowl in addition to the regular state 
hunting license.

MINERALS FOR COWS 


By V. M. Crouch 
The need for supplying minerals 
for cows and the amount required 
depends very much on the kind of 


r o u g h a g e being fed and whether the 
cows are high, medium or low pro­ 
ducers. For example, a high produc­ 
ing cow fed on 
a ration including 
silage, nonlegume hay and no mill 
fit I would probably need additional 
rn gorals, 
particularly calcium 
and 
phosphorus, in addition to which she 
would require a rest period of six to 
eight weeks, 'luring which time she 
must be fed liberally in order that 
she may stor** up a reserve of min­ 
eral' that may have been used dur­ 
ing t h* peak of her lactation period. 
Medium producing cows, or those 
producing un to 300 pounds of fat 
per year, will, if fed liberally of le- 
gum 
hay and mill feeds and given 
six to eight weeks rest, with a liberal 
feeding during this time, are not 
likely to need much additional min­ 
eral substance. 
A low producing cow that is fed 
a r a t i o n including all the legume hay 
she w i l l eat and a grain mixture con­ 
taining a fair amount of mill feed, 
'Uch as bran or mill run, is not like­ 
ly 
to need 
additional 
calcium 
or 


p h o s p h o r u s 
to supply her require­ 
ments. 
For high-producing cows, it is bet- 
•e» t.* }n* o!> th** safe side and in ad­ 
dition lo feeding legume hay, which 
supplies calcium and mill feed, such 
* 
wheat bran, that supplies phos­ 
p h i t e . it is best to provide a min­ 
ora! supplement, and it should b* 
understood 
that 
the minerals 
are 
more thoroughly utilized when the 
cows arc on pasture. 
Only the essential minerals should 
be fed to cows. A mixture that ha* 
bc**n used with good results is as fol­ 
lows: two parts of sterilized hone 


flour and one part of common salt. 
This mixture is added to the grain 
ration at the rate of three pounds to 
one hundred pounds of grain.

I America’s wealth and dest royed her 
heritage of liberty. 
It is still not too 
late to square our shoulders and pre­ 
vent such a calamity. 
If we abandon 
the 
hopelessness 
or 
the 
thirties, 
plunge into the task of putting 
the 
fiscal 
affairs of 
government in 
I order, 
we can still save to future 
generations the blessings we have 
so richly enjoyed. 
For example, four years ago, the 
town of Montclair, New Jersey, in­ 
stalled 
a 
government 
of 
business 
men in an effort to do something 
about 
the 
general inefficiency of 
local government. 
Result: the low­ 
est tax rate in 13 years, a reduction 
I of $1,685,000 in the town’s debt. 
a cat of i s , OOO,OOO in assessments, 
a treasury surplus of $500,000 at the 
beginning of this year. 
Another ex­ 
ample may be found in North Attle­ 
borough, 
Massachusetts, 
an 
indus­ 
trial community which took similar 
steps with similar success. 
Such local experience points the 
way to a solution of national fiscal 
and governmental problems. 
Amen- 
| ca is not yet bankrupt and will never 
be if her people will abandon the 
doctrine of spendthrift hopelessness.

T H E R E 'S N O S T A T E L IK E ^ 


A man planting a garden should 
use his head as wrell as his hoe, says 
J. FL Rosborough, F^xtension Service 
horticulturist for Texas A. and M. 
College. 
A gardener who uses his 
head has a sheet anchor against cli­ 
matic vagaries, because 
all 
vege­ 
tables are not hardy. 
For example. 
a garden comprising only mustard 
and turnips will fold up at the first 
freeze. 
But the wise husbandman 
who 
mixes 
spinach, 
carrots 
and 
beets with the mustard and turnips 
will have frost resistant vegetables 
and, perhaps, salvage a smaller plot 
of mustard greens until Christmas. 
To the list of hardy vegetables cab­ 
bage or collards, and onions from 
sets or 
plants, will 
do well, 
too. 
When planting in November, 
says 
Mr. Rosborough, gardeners in south 
Texas should use cabbage, but in 
central and east Texas collards are 
more suitable because they are hard­ 
ier. 
Cabbage, if planted now is like­ 
ly to suffer in low tem perature.

Stomach worms produce disease In 
sheep and goats depending upon the 
degree of infestation, which is fre­ 
quently very heavy. The worms at­ 
tach themselves to the mucous mem­ 
brane lining the true stomach, and

T ile drench may be adminis­ 
tered w ith a long neck drenching 
bottle, a dose syringe, or a hom e­
